bur alſo in prochane hiftories, And though it be 
true, that in the beginning of the reigne of Ahaſuerus 
they wrote an accuſation againſt the inhabitants of Tudah 
ar;d Teruſalem © yer this accutation was fo farre from 
hindering the PUUGLn ot the Temple , that it pro- 
cured from Darixs , alias Ahaſwerws, a Decree for 
the ſpzedy finiſhing thereof. 

That Artaxerxes, mentioned in the ſeventh of 


Ezra, was the ſame Darius mentioned before in th= 


ſixth chapter, in whoſe reigne the Temple was fini- 
fhed. Bur this cannotbe, For Egr4 ending his ſto-' 
ry of Darius in the fixth chapter begins his ſeventh 
thus : Now after theſe things in the reigne of Artax- 
erxes King of Perſia, 76. \ hich words ſhew plain- 
ly that he ſpake of another King.and of thirigs done 
long after Dariws. Belides, in the” ſEverith Yeere of 
Artaxerxes, Ezra had Commithon to ſet Magiſtrates 
and Tudzes over the prople , which could nor be the 
next yeere after the finiſhing of the Temple, unleſſe 
we will ſuppoſe that Zerubbabelthe Governour,and 
Teſhaa the High-Prieſt , and the other Magiſtrates, 
did all die together ona ſudden,as ſoon as the Tem- 
ple was finiſhed. Thar 
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That Xerxes hindered the buildinz of the Temple. 
Thar Artaxerxes Longimanus was brother ts Xerxes ; 
whom al} Hiſtories with one conſent declare to be 
his ſonne : That he reigned but 36. yeeres : that Ar- 
taxerxes Mnemon reigned 11, yeeres with bu father, 
and 10, alone , and infinite ſuch like abſurdities. + 

Neither can they excuſe themſelves, becauſe of 
the diverſity of VV riters touching the time of theſe 
Kings. For the beſt and ſoundeſt Writers doe nor

Nowthat any intervenient 
time can deſtroy an analogie, 1s a meere ; agar 
For in matter of proportion and ſtmilicude, neither 
time nor place are conſiderable. Betweene the Paſl- 
chall Lamb in the firſt Paſſcover,and the paſhon of 
Chriſt the Lamb of God, there was a true analogy: 
yet there interceded 1552. yeeres. Betweene the 
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lifting up of the Serpent in the Wildernefle, and 
the lifting up of the Sonne of man,there was a true 
analogy : y-r there interceded 1512. yeeres. Be- 
tweene Foxas his being three dayes and three nights 
in the Whales belly, and the Sonne of man his be- 
ing three dayes and three nights' in the heart of the 
earth, there was a true analogy:yet there interceded 
abour 820.yeers, Between Chriſts ſuffering, and the 
ſignes now adminiſtred in the Lords ſupper. there is 
a true analogy : yet the time fince He ſuffered is 
more then 1600. yeeres. Therefore iris manifeſt, thar 
the analogy berweene Fndah's 70. yeeres Captivt- 
ry and Damrel's 70. weekes may well ſtand, though 
the weeks doe not immediately begin in the end of 


the Captivity. 


Nor does any meane time berweene the Jewes 
Captivity, and their liberty, diminiſh the comforr 
thereof more thenthe 46. yeeres till the Iſraelites 
were peaceably poſſefled ofthe Land of Canaar,di- 
miniſhed their comfort of being freed from #zypr 
the houſe of bondage.

On the eighth day of the fifrch moneth in the 141.

daily ſacrifice decaied by the grofleidolatry of thoſe, 
who (with the licence of CAztipchus) joyned them- 
ſelves to the Heathen,and were {old to do miſchief.

19, 
vanquiſhing Alexander the ſon of Ariſtobulns, cre- 
Red five ſcars of Juſtice; The firſt at Feruſalem,the 
ſecond at Gadar, the third at Amathos , the fourth at 
Fericho, the fifth at Saphor in Galilee,and ſo changed 
the Kingdome into an Ari/ftocracy; which was im- 
meds interrupted by Ariſtobulus,who eſcaped 
from Rome, but was ſoone taken by the ſaid Gabini-

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to be underſtood that the Crowne fhould continue 
in the Tribe of 7#dah from the time of the ſaid Pro- 
phecy untill Chrifts comming. For before David 
the Prophecy tooke no effe&; And afrer Zedekiah, 
even untill the Maccabees (excepting onely Zerubba- 
bel and Nehemiah, who yet were no Kings, nor ab- 
ſolute Governours) it is altogether uncertaine who 
ruled in Fudea : and from the Maccabees untill Chriſt, 
it is manifeſt the ſupreme authority was not in the 
Tribe of Fudah. The true ſenſe thereof is, That af- 
ter Davids reigne, in whom the Prophecy firſt rook 
effe&, The Scepter, that is,the right and juſttitle un- 
to the Crowne, (howld not depart frem the Tribe of 
Indah untill Chriſt came , which 1s clearely proved 
by Saint Matthew, Bur at our Saviowrs birth or com- 
ming the Jewes were not onely diſpoſlcfled of the 
Crowne , but alſo had loſt the very right and title 
hereunto, by ſwearing fealty unto King Herod not 
long before : and ſo Jacobs Prophecy was tully ac- 


compliſhed. 


Archelans ficcceding his facher Heroa,reigned 

3 yeeres, but was thendegraded oF 
Auguſtus Ceſar, and made Prefident onely of halte 
Herod's Kingdome ; the other halfe was divided-be- 
twixt Herods two other ſonnes, Philip and: Antipas. 
Seven yeeres after Auguſtus confined the ſaid Arcpe- 
lass for his Tyranny unto 7Y/ennaa City of France, 
where he died.

the latter of 7twrea, and of the Region of Trachonitis, 

This Herod beheaded Tohn the Baptiſt, and was by 
our Savionr termed 4 Fox , for his deceit and trea- 
chery : Whom Saint Mark, uſing the phraſe of his 
owne people, calleth a King; And in reſpet of his 
power and greatnefle it is, that the Scriptures place 
him before his elder brother Php. 


Our Savior Teſas Chr 1{t was crucified when 


Herod the Tetrarch had governed 29 yeeres, and a- 
bout 3 moneths. | 


And in the eighteenth yeere , about the begin- 
ning of the fourth moneth of Tzberius Ceſar, who 
ſucceeded Augnſtns, having reigned 57, yeere. 


And in the ſeventh yeere of Potins Pilate, Gover- 
nour of Iadea, 


The age therefore of our Sayjour 
was 33. yeeres and about 
three moneths.

Upon the expiration ofthe 30. yeere of Hs age, 
He was baptized. and entred into His Miniſtery 
though He did not publikely ſhew Himſelfe, till Thr 
was caſt into priſon, which was almoſt a yeer after. 

Neitber can any inconvenience follow from the 
{caſon of the yeerc, that Chriſt ſhould then go into 
the river Tordanto be baptized For in Tudea there is 
very little winter, and thatonely mn 0cfober, and the 
beginning of November, And the Scriptures tell ns, 
that on the ſecond day after the Paſſcover , which 
was the 16, day of the monerh Abb alias Niſan,and 
is with us the 27. of March, a fheafe of the firſt 
fruits of Harveſt was offered. 

The firſt Paſſeover after His Baptiſme was about 
the end of three moneths, 19hz 2. v. 13.23. 

The ſecond Paſſeover is expreſled, ohne, 5. v1. 


where the word Feaſt by way of eminency 1s pur 


forthe Paſſeover, which was the chiefeſt teaſt of the 
Tewes.
